SHOOTS WIFE'S 
MURDERER 


TBKBIBLE TBACKBDY IN KANSAS 


MINING CAMP. 


Ed Watkins Slain by the Mau Whom 


He Treacherously Planned to 


Rob in His Home. 


"Galena, Kan., Nov. 15.—At Central 


City, a mining camp three miles east 
of Galena, early today, Mrs; S. C. 
Kramer, wife of a merchant, was shot 
dead in her bed by Ed Watkins, who 
had entered the house for the pur- 
pose of robbery. Kramer then shot 
and killed Watkins. Watkins had 


Singing, "I'm Going Home to Die No 
More/' Joseph Keith, who late las: 
night confessed he killed Nora Kifer, 
near Eberfield, Warrick county, April 
30, 1900, shot to his death through 
the trap of the scaffold in the death 
chamber, of the Michigan City peni- 
tentiary just after midnight. 


At 12:11 
o'clock this morning 


Keith was led from his cell to the 
scaffold. One minute later the trap 
was sprung, breaking his neck, and 
seven and one-half minutes later the 
physicians pronounced the murderer 
had died a painless death. 


Chaplain Sanders had been in the 


cell with Keith since 8 o'clock last 
evening and the doomed man unbur- 
dened himself of the load of guilt on 
his mind by confessing his crime. 
He spent his last hours on earth by 
praying and singing psalms. 


During the day Keith had mani- 


fested much restlessness and the 
prison officials believed he was soon 
to make known the details of the hor- 
rible murder of Nora Kifer. 
The 


prisoner was apparently buoyed up 
with the hope that Governor Durbin 
would commute his sentence to life 
imprisonment. 


Fifteen minutes before midnight 


officers arid guards began active prep- 
arations for the execution. Warden 
Beid gave the order and the men who 
were to escort the condemned man to 
the gallows stood ready to carry out 
the penalty imposed by the law. The 
night captain, with set and immov- 
able countenance, silently 
passed 


through the heavily ironed cage in 
the direction of the murderer's cell. 
Hurriedly the officers received their 
whispered instructions and silently 
followed. In his cell Keith was be- 
ing attired in the sombre suit of 
black he was to wear in his grave. 


The storm that had been blowing 


all day receded to a bleak* chilly 
wind that swept over Lake Michigan 
and whistled around the great stone 
turrets of the prison as the clock 
struck the hour of midnight, and 
Keith was led from his cell to the 
death chamber, where he mounted 
the scaffold to die. It was a night 
and hour typical of death and the 
group of newspaper correspondents 
gathered in the warden's office be- 
cause by his interpretation of the 
law, based on an opinion by Attorney 
General Taylor, 
they were denied 


admission to- the death chamber, sol- 
emnly awaited for his details of the 
gruesome story. 


At 12:18 Chaplain Sanders, with! 


saddened mien, walked 
hurriedly 


down the corridor 'through the cage 
and pased 
upstairs 
through the 


lobby. The waiting group knew that 
Joseph Keith had paid with his life 
the penalty for killing Nora Kifer. 


Keith last night gave out a long 


and detailed confession of the mur- 
der. It was addressed to his wife 
and stated that h© killed the (girl 
because she threatened his domestic 
happiness. 
In endearing terms he 


declared that the 
crime was com- 


mitted for his -wife's sake and that 
he was ready to meet his death. 


Keith's remarkable nerve and 


splendid physical condition enabled 
him to bear up to the last and he 
walked to the scaffold with as 
ta step as any of the officers 
who 


escorted him on the march to death. 
Keith was apparently cheerful, even 
happy, during the night and will- 
ingly assisted the officers (in dress- 
ing himself for the gallows. 
The 


doomed murderer said he knew -he 
had committed an awful crime, but 


fear by discussing their 
relations 


mora or less publicly. On Monday, 
April 2, 1900> she received a note 
sent by Keith through his son Jesse, 
asking her to meet him at a bridge 
not far distant from Keith's farm. 


The young woman was seen on the 


bridge that night, pacing restlessly 
up and down. About 11 o'clock a 
witess named Hedges saw £eith go- 
ing home by ti road -which led di- 
rectly from the bridge, and an old 
well in which evidence was after- 
ward found that the body of the girl 
had lain for some time. When ac- 
costed 'by Hedges, K^ith acted 
•trangely, neither replying nor look- 
ing up. -Miss Kifer wns never seen 
again in life after that night. 


One week later Hrs. Kifer received 


a note purporting to come from her 
daughter, stating that she was in 
Evansville and preparing to start 
for Chicago on a trip with a friend, 
to be gone three months, and possi- 
bly six. The (hand-writing- and the 
address ou the 'envelope were after- 
ward shfcwn to be Keith's. 
Prom 


that time Keith' talked freely to 
nearly every one 'he met, saying the 
Kifors -were getting1 letters regularly 
from jNoj-a, that she was leading a 
bad life in Evaiisvitte, Paducali or 
St. I/ouis, and that if she told lies 
about the people in Evansville, as 
she had about him, s3ie would be 
found in the creek some day with a 
stone around her neck. 


Finally Nora Kifer's father told 


Keith openly that no word luid been 
received from Iris daughter, that the 
Letter purporting to have come from 
her was written by Keith and that 
he (Kifer) proposed to search for and 
find the girl. Shortly 
afterward 


Keith was seen in his buggy driving 
toward Evansrille along the road 
that 1€S straight 
from 
the canal 


bridge and the old well referred to. 


FINDING OP THE BODY. 


Early the next morning1 the body 


of ftora Kifer was 
found with, a 


stone tied around the neck, half 
buried in the waters of Pigeon 
creek, aftout two miles from Evans- 
vine and near the road leading to 
the canal bridge and 'the old well. 
The body was in an advanced stage 
cf decomposition, but identification 
was possible through the clothing 
and a birthmark and other physical 
characteristics, 


Keith was arrested April 25. and 


on Me person v/ere found a pair of 
oast-iron knuckles, presumably em- 
ployed in crushing -the skull of the 
girl. He told many conflicting sto- 
ries. He said 'the girl had given so 
much 'trouble to him that he wanted 
to get rid of her, and that the note 
sent to her 'by -him was to get li&r 
to come -to the -bridge in order that 
a peddler -he had engaged for that 
purpose might take her away with 
him to Chicago or elsewhere, When 
a peddler answering his description 
was brought before Keith the latter 
at first said he was the man; then

While in jail Keith tried in vam 


to secure an alibi with the assstance 
of fellow prisoners and also outsiders 
by letter. He 'also endeavored to get 
;al$e information of 
Nora Kifei's 


life and whereabouts after t3ie fate- 
ful night of April 3, 1900. 


The trial was 'held at Princeton* in 


Gibson county, where the caso was 
taken on change of venue, and oc:u- 
pied two weeks, 'arousing widespread 
interest 
The jury reached a ver- 


dict of murder in the first degree 
on Jan. 11, 1901. 
Keith's motion 


for a nenv trial was filed Jan. 31 and 
overruled on Feb. 0, on which day 
the judge sentenced him to be hanged 
May 24. His attorneys carried the 
case to the supreme court, where the 
finding of 12ie lower court was sus- 
tained and Keith was sentenced to 
die yesterday.

Washington, Nov. 15.—The com- 


missioner of internal revenue today 
rendered a decision in which he holds 
that beer, -whisky and other articles 
of domestic manufacture subject to 
internal revenue tax itfheii consumed 
in the United States are subject to 
this tax when shipped to the Philip- 
pine islands. In this sense the 
Philippines are held to be domestic 
territory. Under existing laws arti- 
cles subject to internal revenue tax 
at home are relieved from the tax 
when exported to a foreign country* 
the exporter giving bond when the 
goods are withdrawn which is cai- 
celled when satisfactory proof is fur- 
nished that they actually have been 
landed in foreign territory. Under 
a ruling made some weeks ago by the 
commissioner the Philippines have 
been regarded, for purposes of in- 
ternal revenue taxation, as foreign 
territory, and therefore the whisky, 
beer, cignrs, etc.* which have been 
shipped to the islands have been ex- 
empted from taxation, 
Under ths 


present ruling the tax in all cases 
will be exacted before shipment. It 
is expected that exporters will pay 
the tax under protest, having in 
mind the "fourteen diamond rings 
case," now pending in the United 
States supreme court, in -which a de- 
cision is expected at an early date,

HE WAS A VETERAN ENGINEER 


HENRY K. STOCKING DIES AFTER 


LONG ILLNESS. 


Helped to Build the Wabash Railroad 


—Other Deaths'and Fun- 


eral Notices. 


Henry King Stocking, a veteran 


railroad engineer, died at 11 o'clock 
Thursday night at the borne of his 
daughter, Mrs. Brookfield Gard, 144 
Columbia, avenue, after an illness of 
more than ten months. Mr. Stocking 
was S3 years of age and has long 
been a sufferer from nervous and kid- 
ney complications.

Historica-l Romance by Fort Wayne 


Author—Gypsy Queen Poses in 


Costu-me as Heroine. 


Perhaps few acquaintances of Judge 


George W. Louttit, of this city, are 
aware that he ims been devoting any 
of his talent to literary work, but 
such is a fact, and within the next 
.few weeks will appear a new histor- 
ical romance from his pen. 


The work is now in the press of 


the Archer Printing company, and is 
entitled "A Maid of the Wildwaocl." 
The story has to deal with the stir- 
ring times of the war of 1812 and 
the years immediately following it, 
and the 
scene of the 
romance is 


placed in Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan 


and 'Washington, D. C. 


The work will contain about 350 


pages, 
profusely illustrated, 
and

•for a new trial was filed Jan. 31 and 
overruled on Feb. 9. 'on which day 
the judge sentenced him to be hanged 
May 2'1. His attorneys carried the 
case to the supreme court, where the 
finding of I3ie lower court was sus- 
tained and Keith was sentenced to 
die yesterday.

INTERNAL REVENUE APPLIES 


DECISION WILL HAVE MUCH 


IMPORTANCE. 


"Washington, Nov. 15. — The com- 


missioner of internal revenue today 
rendered a decision in which he holds 
that beer, whisky and other articles 
of domestic manufacture subject to 
internal revenue tax -when consumed 
in the United States are subject to 
this tax when, shipped to the Philip- 
pine islands. In this sense the 
Philippines are held to be domestic 
territory. Under existing laws arti- 
cles subject to internal revenue tax 
at home are relieved from the tax 
when exported to a foreign country, 
the exporter giving bond when the 
goods are withdrawn which is ca-i- 
celleil when satisfactory proof is fur- 
nished that they actually have been 
anded in foreign territory. Under 
a ruling- made some weeks ago by the 
commissioner the Philippines havo 
seen regarded, for purposes of in- 
ternal revenue taxation, as foreign 
territory, and therefore the whisky. 
beer, cigars, etc., which hava been 
shipped to the islands liavo been ex- 
ejnpted from taxation. 
Uniler the 


present ruling the tax in. all cases 
will be exacted before shipment. It 
is expected that exporters Will pay 
the tax under protest, having in 
mind the '''fourteen diamond rings 
case," now pending in the United 
States supreme court, in. which a de- 
cision is expected at -on early date. 
This case involves the same question 
which has ariseji in the consideration 
of the internal revenue tax and if the 
court should hold that the Philip- 
pines are foreign territory for cus- 
toms and internal revenue tax pur- 
poses, exporters will bo entitled to r, 
refund of the amount of the tax paid.
